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DETERMINING  FOREIGN  POLICY 


Why  is  it  that  28  years  after  World 
War  II  the  U.S.  has  nearly  600,000 
troops  overseas,  including  319,000  in 
Western  Europe?  * 

Why  are  there  42,000  U.S.  troops 
in  South  Korea  and  the  same  number 
in  Thailand?  Some  38,000  U.S.  forces 
are  stationed  in  the  Ryukus.  The  U.S. 
has  provided  counterinsurgency  train¬ 
ing  to  elements  of  the  Ethiopian  Army 
and  maintains  about  900  military  per¬ 
sonnel  in  Ethiopia.  Up  to  500  Amer¬ 
icans  are  engaged  in  training  Iranian 
military  men  in  operation  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  military  equipment 
Iran  has  purchased  from  the  U.S. 

House  majority  Leader  Thomas 
O'Neill,  Mass.,  charges  that  "For 
more  than  two  decades,  the  commit¬ 
ment  and  level  of  troops  abroad  has 
determined  our  policy  rather  than 
our  policy  determining  the  level  of 
U.S.  forces  overseas." 

Rep.  Charles  Vanik,  Ohio,  says 
that  keeping  229,000  young  Ameri¬ 
cans  in  Germany  releases  ".  .  .  young 
Germans  to  work  in  factories  making 
automobiles  and  other  things  for  the

American  market.  Let  us  put  the 
cards  on  the  table.  Much  of  this  mili¬ 
tary  shield  and  'tripwire'  has  been 
placed  in  Europe  for  the  protection 
of  American  multinational  corpora¬ 
tions  and  their  massive  investments. 

"It  is  unconscionable  that  the  tax¬ 
payers  of  America  should  be  main¬ 
taining  a  military  garrison  abroad  for 
the  sake  of  a  limited  number  of  giant 
corporations." 

Rep.  Benjamin  Rosenthal,  N.Y., 
pointed  out  that  in  1972  the  U.S. 
spent  almost  twice  as  much  of  its  total 
tax  revenues  on  military  affairs  as  its 
European  allies  and  maintained  a 
higher  per  cent  of  its  population  in 
the  Armed  Forces.  He  called  for  a 
50,000  to  100,000  reduction  in  U.S. 
troops  in  Europe. 

Size,  composition  and  location  of 
U.S.  armed  forces  tend  to  be  seen  as 
a  "given"  or  debated  in  terms  of 
specifics,  i.e.,  cost,  efficiency,  grade 
levels,  recruitment  problems,  volun¬ 
teer  versus  draft  framework,  and 
European  deployments  against  Asian 
deployments. 

DEMILITARIZE  POLICY 

These  problems  might  be  more  eas¬ 
ily  resolved  if  debate  centered  on  the 
need  to  demilitarize  U.S.  foreign  pol¬ 
icy.  Rep.  Ron  Del! urns,  Calif.,  helped 
initiate  this  year-long  broader  discus¬ 
sion  in  1973  when  he  attacked  deploy¬ 
ment  of  U.S.  soldiers  abroad  and 
called  for  withdrawal  and  demobiliza¬ 
tion  of  about  one  half  of  American 
forces  stationed  around  the  world. 

The  Defense  Dept,  told  Dellums 
that  none  of  eight  defense  treaties, 
such  as  NATO,  that  the  U.S.  has  had 
around  the  world  since  World  War  11 
commits  the  U.S.  to  deploy  its  mili¬ 
tary  forces  overseas!  Yet  more  than 


CRISIS  OF 
CONFIDENCE 

"We  have  a  deep  sense  of  the 
collapse  of  the  moral  leadership 
in  the  Executive  Branch  of  our 
Government,"  says  a  letter  from 
Langley  Hill  (Va.)  Friends  Meet¬ 
ing  wMch  asks  FCNL  to  give 
high  priority  in  appealing  to 
Congress  to  cleanse  the  house 
of  government  and  restore  the 
rule  of  law. 

Cleansing  the  government 
could  come  in  various  ways:  Far- 
reaching  campaign  financing  re¬ 
form;  reporting  of  assets  and 
sources  of  income  by  hi^  Ad¬ 
ministration  officials  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  Congress;  establishment 
by  Congress  of  an  independent 
office  of  special  prosecutor  to 
continue  a  full,  unimpeded  in- 
vestigatkm  of  crimes  surround¬ 
ing  Watergate;  or  examinatkm 
of  impeachment  of  President 
Nixon. 

The  nation  has  seldom  faced 
as  grave  a  crisis  of  confidence  in 
constitutional  government.  Your 
continuing  letters,  telegrams  and 
visits  to  members  of  Congress 
are  essential  now  to  stress  the 
imperative  need  to  restore  in¬ 
tegrity  and  confidence  in  the 
Executive  Branch.  We  at  FCNL 
would  appreciate  receiving  your 
reactions  to  the  current  situation 
and  knowing  of  your  actions. 
Please  write. 


500,000  are  serving  abroad  because 
the  Department  says,  "It  was  both 
logical  and  necessary  that  U.S.  and 
allied  combat  forces  be  stationed  .  .  . 
where  it  was  necessary  to  deter  a  real

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military  threat  to  mutual  security, 
U.S.  security  and  U.S.  interests." 

The  319,000  U.S.  troops  in  Western 
Europe  are  supposed  to  help  "deter" 
military  "domination"  and  "political 
coercion"  by  the  Soviet  Union,  al¬ 
though  the  Defense  Dept,  says  the 
". .  .  Western  European  countries  col¬ 
lectively  have  the  second  largest  gross 
national  product  in  the  world,  one- 
third  larger  than  the  Soviet  Union's." 

Although  the  House  as  a  whole 
seemed  comparatively  undisturbed  by 
these  and  other  revelations  last  sum¬ 
mer  (the  Dellums  amendment  to  the 
Defense  Dept,  authorization  bill,  H.R. 
9286,  was  defeated  67-339),  a  sur¬ 
prising  number  of  Congressmen  joined 
in  the  debate. 

A  BIG  STICK 

But  far  too  many  members  of  Con¬ 
gress  still  tend  to  think  in  terms  of 
carrying  a  big  stick  or  of  "deterrence" 
and  "bargaining  chips"  despite  some 
signs  of  detente.  Many  are  insensi¬ 
tive  to  the  most  obvious  examples  of 
the  escalatory  nature  of  the  arms  race. 

Threats  pile  up.  For  example,  an 
attempt  to  eliminate  $657  million  re¬ 
quested  for  completion  of  an  addi¬ 
tional  aircraft  carrier  was  rejected 
88-325  on  grounds  that  the  U.S.  must 
counter  an  expanded  naval  threat  by 
the  Soviet  Union.  But  the  expanded 
Soviet  threat  was  identified  as  a  direct 
result  of  Russia's  desire  to  overcome 
the  inferiority  it  felt  at  the  time  of 
the  Cuban  missile  crisis. 

Says  Rep.  G.  William  Whitehurst, 
Va.,  ".  .  .  they  knew  they  were  be¬ 
ginning  from  scratch,  and  so  what 
they  were  starting  with  was  the  as¬ 
sumption  that  they  should  build  first 
a  fleet  that  would  be  able  to  challenge 
the  U.S.  on  the  high  seas,  not  to  con¬ 
trol  the  seas,  but  .  .  .  deny  us  the 
control  of  the  seas  .  .  .". 

Yet  some  are  beginning  to  question 
the  Defense  Dept,  assessment  of  the 
Russian  threat. 

"To  meet  this  (Russian)  menace 
we  are  asked  to  expand  greatly  our 
bomber  system,  our  aircraft  carrier 
system,  our  submarine  program  .  .  . 
to  deny  all  kinds  of  domestic  needs 
...  to  pour  fuel  on  the  fires  of  infla¬ 
tion  .  .  ."  said  Rep.  Clarence  Long, 
Md.  "If  the  Russian  menace  is  as 
great  as  the  Nixon  administration  .  .  . 
claims  it  to  be,  then  why  has  the 
Nixon  administration  consummated 


all  kinds  of  deals  to  help  the  Russians 
with  their  grain  problem,  with  their 
technical  problems,  and  to  engage 
with  them  in  all  kinds  of  trade?" 

Said  Rep.  James  Burke,  Mass.,  at 
one  point  in  House  debate  on  the  De¬ 
fense  authorization  bill:  "I  have  been 
sitting  here  all  afternoon  listening  to 
this  nonsense  .  .  .  about  the  great 
Soviet  threat . .  .  [yet]  nothing  threat¬ 
ens  a  nation's  security  more  than 
going  broke.  We  have  had  two  offi¬ 
cial  devaluations  of  the  dollar  in  the 
last  18  months  and  one  unofficial 
devaluation." 

HIGHER  LEVEL 

One  would  think  then  that  with 
this  new  questioning  and  with  the 
Indochina  cease  fire  there  would  be 
a  reduction  in  U.S.  military  spending 
instead  of  the  $7  billion  increase  the 
Administration  has  requested.  But 
now  the  Middle  East  War  and  the 
Agnew  resignation  from  the  vice  pres¬ 
idency  have  provided  House-Senate 
conferees  on  the  Defense  authoriza¬ 
tion  bill  with  an  excuse,  or  reason,  for 
approving  a  higher  level  of  spending 
for  fiscal  1974  than  had  been  voted 
by  either  house! 

The  House  had  approved  $20.4  bil¬ 
lion  for  military  procurement-research 
and  development  activities;  the  Senate 
$20.9  billion.  Members  of  the  Armed 
Services  Cmtes.  of  both  houses  were 
asked  to  work  out  a  compromise  bill, 
and  upped  the  ante  to  $21.3  billion. 
The  conferees  also: 

#  Gutted  the  156,100  cut  in  military 
manpower  levels  approved  by  the 
Senate  by  reducing  it  to  43,000  or 
only  2%  below  the  Administration's 
2.2  million-man  request. 

#  Struck  a  Senate  amendment  re¬ 
quiring  withdrawal  within  2V2  years 
of  about  23%  or  110,000  of  U.S. 
troops  stationed  overseas.  Elimination 


was  justified  because  of  a  possibly 
adverse  effect  on  NATO-Warsaw 
Pact  negotiations  and  the  "strategic 
position  of  the  United  States  under 
the  present  particularly  tense  world 
conditions." 

#  Eliminated  a  Senate  provision 
authorizing  a  temporary  waiver  of 
tenure  regulations  so  that  the  exces¬ 
sive  number  of  senior  officers  could 
be  reduced. 

#  Set  the  final  figure  for  military 
aid  to  South  Vietnam  and  Laos  at  $1.1 
billion. 

APPROVAL  WITHHELD 

Approval  of  the  compromise  bill 
was  withheld  temporarily  by  the 
House  in  October,  partly  because  of 
irritation  at  the  autocratic  procedures 
of  the  Conference  Cmte.  Endorsement 
by  the  membership  of  both  houses 
clears  the  way  for  consideration  of 
the  overall  $80.5  billion  Defense  Dept. 
appropriations  bill,  which  includes 
funds  for  the  programs  incorporated 
in  the  authorization  bill  ($21.3  bil¬ 
lion);  payments  to  personnel,  both 
active  and  retired  ($30  billion) ;  train¬ 
ing,  medical  care,  operation  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  equipment  ($23  billion), 
and  additional  monies  for  other  pro¬ 
curement  ($6  billion).  This  overall 
bill  was  scheduled  for  House  action 
by  mid-November  and  in  the  Senate 
by  early  December. 

Letters  and  telegrams  are  needed 
now  calling  for  a  $10  to  $15  billion 
cut  in  the  appropriations  bill.  FCNL 
also  urges  that  the  $1.1  billion  au¬ 
thorized  for  military  aid  to  South 
Vietnam  be  reduced  to  $500  million. 

And  for  next  year  . . .  basic  changes 
might  be  forced  in  U.S.  foreign  policy 
if  more  citizens  would  urge  their  Con¬ 
gressmen  to  examine  the  assumptions 
and  justifications  underlying  the  size 
of  U.S.  armed  forces  and  their  de¬ 
ployment  around  the  world. 
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#  Mideast,  Cambodia.  Six  Mideast 
experts  told  the  House  Near  East 
Subcmte.  Oct.  23-24  that  the  time  is 
now  uniquely  ripe  and  opportune  for 
the  U.S.  and  the  Soviets  to  press  the 
warring  parties  to  a  peace  which  is 
designed  to  be  lasting.  The  six  said 
there  should  be  a  broader  approach 
than  heretofore  to  the  drafting  of  a 
proposal  for  permanent  peace.  The 
six  included  Don  Peretz  of  the  State 
University  of  New  York,  testifying 
for  the  American  Friends  Service 
Cmte. 

President  Nixon  a  few  days  earlier 
asked  $2.2  billion  in  emergency  mili¬ 
tary  assistance  to  Israel  in  addition 
to  previous  aid.  The  President's  sup¬ 
plemental  foreign  military  aid  bid  also 
seeks  $200  million  in  extra  grant  as¬ 
sistance  for  Cambodia,  reportedly 
needed  because  of  increased  use  of 
artillery  after  the  Aug.  15  U.S.  bomb¬ 
ing  halt. 

#  Indochina.  The  FCNL  is  urging 

that  no  funds  in  the  foreign  economic 
aid  appropriations  bill  be  given  to 
South  Vietnam's  police  and  prison 
system  and  that  no  aid,  aside  from 
humanitarian  assistance  be  appropri¬ 
ated  to  any  country  that  violates  the 
Jan.  27  Vietnam  peace  agreement. 
The  House  and  Senate  Foreign  Opera¬ 
tions  Subcmtes  were  urged  to  appro¬ 
priate  $107  million  specifically  for 
strictly  humanitarian  help  in  South 
Vietnam,  Laos  and  Cambodia  and 
that  no  more  than  $269  million  be 
appropriated  for  all  other  Indochina 
"reconstruction,"  much  of  which  is 
politically  oriented.  _ 

#  Labor-HEW  (Health,  Education, 
Welfare)  appropriations.  A  presiden¬ 
tial  veto  and  an  attempt  to  override 
it  were  expected  at  Newsletter  press 
time  following  Senate  passage  by  an

overwhelming  79-9  vote,  H.R.  8877, 
the  $33.4  billion  appropriations  bill 
for  the  Labor-HEW  Depts.  The  total 
was  $1.8  billion  more  than  the  Presi¬ 
dent's  revised  budget  request  and 
$579.9  million  more  than  the  House 
had  approved  June  26.  The  final 
amount  recommended  by  House-Sen¬ 
ate  conferees  was  expected  to  be  about 
$1.5  billion  above  the  President's  re- 
■quest  foi — vital  domestic  programs. 
House  Republican  strategy  was  to 
claim  support  for  the  override  as  long 
as  it  does  not  go  above  the  House 
ceiling.  Obviously,  the  conference 
report  was  expected  to  be  above  the 
House  ceiling. 

#  School  lunches.  The  Senate  in  late 
October  approved  a  revised  bill  (H.R. 
9639)  increasing  federal  support  for 
the  financially  troubled  school  lunch 
program.  The  compromise  bill  would 
increase  the  average  payment  per 
lunch  from  8  to  10^  and,  beginning 
Jan.  1,  provide  automatic  increases  as 
the  cost  of  restaurant  food  rises. 

#  Food  Stamps,  Social  Services.  The 
Senate  Finance  Cmte.  has  restored  eli¬ 
gibility  to  all  aged  welfare  recipients 
whose  incomes  fall  within  food  stamp 


income  limits.  The  Committee  pro¬ 
vision,  as  an  amendment  to  a  minor 
Social  Security  bill,  H.R.  3153,  would 
restore  eligibility  to  many  recipients 
of  the  new  Social  Security  Income 
(SSI)  program  for  the  aged,  blind  and 
disabled  who  would  be  denied  food 
stamps  under  a  provision  of  the  farm 
bill  passed  last  summer.

AID  TO  THE  POOR 


For  the  first  time  on  record,  federal 
aid  to  the  poor  would  rise  less  rapidly 
than  the  cost  of  living,  under  the 
Administration’s  1974  budget  request 
(most  of  it  is  in  H.R.  8877,  the  Labor- 
HEW  appropriations  bill).  In  addition, 
the  portion  of  federal  aid  to  the  poor 
which  is  not  “beyond  the  control  of 
the  executive  branch”  would  show 
an  actual  decrease  even  in  current- 
dollar  terms  (before  being  adjusted 
for  inflation).  Cutbacks  would  be 
concentrated  in  the  areas  of  man¬ 
power  and  community  development 


The  Committee  has  adopted  an 
amendment  by  Sen.  Walter  Mondale, 
Minn.,  to  H.R.  3153,  to  overturn  tight 
federal  regulations  on  state  spending 
of  federal  social  services  funds  for 
the  needy.  Controversial  new  social 
services  regulations  by  HEW  go  into 
effect  Jan.  1.

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#  Legal  services  for  the  Poor. 
S.  1815,  a  Legal  Services  Corporation 
bill  that  has  strong  bipartisan  support 
and  that  eliminates  most  of  the  re¬ 
strictions  in  the  House-passed  bill 
(H.R.  7824)  may  come  to  the  Senate 
floor  in  the  first  weeks  of  November. 

#  Long/Ribicoff  Catastrophic  Health 
Bill,  S.  2513.  Patients  currently  under 
Social  Security  are  covered.  Migrants 
and  "casual"  laborers,  federal  em¬ 
ployees  and  persons  who  are  not  in 
Social  Security  are  excluded.  Before 
becoming  eligible  for  benefits,  patients 
would  have  to  pay  for  60  days  hos¬ 
pitalization  and  $2,000  other  medical 
expenses.  FCNL  calculates  that  per¬ 
sons  would  either  have  to  pay  out  of 
pocket  $9,000  or  have  private  insur¬ 
ance  to  cover  this  before  becoming 
eligible  for  benefits.  A  truly  "catas¬ 
trophic"  bill. 

#  Strip  mining.  The  Senate  has 
passed  a  bill,  S.  425,  that  would  pro¬ 
vide  the  nation  with  its  first  set  of 
basic,  uniform  regulations  on  strip 
mining  of  coal.  While  the  measure 
would  leave  detailed  regulation  of 
strip  mining  operations  up  to  state 
regulatory  agencies,  it  would  impose 
a  "floor"  or  basic  set  of  standards  on 
their  efforts  that  would  include  out¬ 
lawing  the  so-called  "highwalls,"  spoil 
piles  and  depressions  that  have  scarred 
large  areas  of  the  Appalachians. 


#  Richard  Post,  FCNL  Friend-in-
